Loan by $166,200 — Total 
Subscription Is $542,400— 
Seven Firms Are 100 per 
cent, Including 585 Pullman 
Employes. 


True to predictions, Richmond 
went nearly 50 per cent over the 
100 per cent mark set for the city 
in the Victory Loan drive. With 
a quota of $376,200, the city pur- 
chased $542,400 worth of Victory 
notes, or $166,200 more than the 
government asked of the citizens. 
Approximately 4,961 local people 
made subscriptions to the loan, 
aggregating well over $100 to the 
subscriber. 

The Bank of Richmond reported 
386 subscribers, $85,000; First Na- 
tional Bank, 2,477 subscribers, 
$243,260; Mechanics Bank, 1,725 
subscribers, $181,950; 374 Pull- 
man-Richmond subscribers, $22, 
200; total, 4,961 subscribers at 
$542,400. The women’s committee 
under Mrs. J. F. Brooks, chairman, 
sold $15,300 bonds to 73 subscrib- 
ers, while the men's committee, 
under Chairman Ira Vaughn, sold 
$12,850 in bonds to 159 subscribers.
